GOVERNMENT TO 
TAX WINERIES 


— 


Taking advantage of authority 
granted under amendments to the On- 
tario Liquor Control Act passed at the 
recent legislative session, the Ontario 
Government will collect a five per 
cent tax on gross sales of all wineries 
in Ontario, starting June ist. 

The move was announced recently 
after agreement on the tax was reach- 
ed at à conference between thirty-six 
wine manufacturers and Chairman E. 
G. Odette of the Ontario Liquor 
Board. 

Sizes of bottles or containers in 

which Ontario produced wines are 
sold will be standardized on the same 
date. 
Each wine manufacturer is allowed 
one retail outlet. These, however, it 
was argued by the Liquor Control 
Board, are competitors to some degree 
with government stores. For this rea- 
son the tax was imposed.

Jam Marketing Scheme 

The Canada Jam Marketing Scheme 
which primarily affects tae provinces 
of British Columbia, Ontario an-“ 
Quebec, was approved by Hon. Robt. 
Weir, Dominion Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and the Governor-in-Council up- 
on the recommendation of the Dom- 
inion Marketing Board. 

The scheme has the support of 
manufacturers representing at least 
90 per cent of the volume of jams 
jellies and marmalades produced in 
Canada. No opposition has been ad- 
vanced by any fruit growers. _ 

Under the scheme it is anticipated 
that the demoralized conditions 
which have prevailed in the market- 
ing of jams, jellies and marmalades 
during the past several years will be 
corrected. These conditions which 
have existed have reacted to the dis- 
advantage of jam manufacturers 
fruit-growers and consumers. It is ex- 
pected that under the new regulations 
the quality of the jam, which will be 
offered for sale, will be improved. 

The Local Board is composed of 
fourteen members, one consumer rep- 
resentative, appointed by the Tredes 
and Labor Congress of Canada, and 
a chairman, who has no financial - 
terest in tùhe jam business.

Garden roses should not be set out 
if soi] is cold and muddy. Pruning 
is in order, cutting all dead wood 
from climbers. Hybrid Teas nd Hy- 
brid Perpetuals when pruned low will 
give large exhibition blooms. Well 
rotted manure may be lightly culti- 
vated into the soil about rose bush- 
es. 

The burning of all rubbish cleaned 
out of the garden. dead weeds, old 
foliage from pe and fruit 
tree prunings is highly advisable to

All plants wintered in cold frames, 
pansies, roses, bulbs, perennials and 
rock plants, shoulé be uncovered. Re- 
move protection on a cloudy day. 

Plant Tuberous Begonias in a box 
of soil lightened with leaf mould and 
sand.

NEW ZEALANDER 
WORLD'S CHAMPION 
UTTER EA 


Zealand-Australia service recently ar- 
rived in Canada with cargo from the 
Antipodes. Dairy products account for 
almost 25 per cent of the total value 
of New Zealand's output of all kinds. 
She established a record in butter 
production for the year ending July 
31, 1934, there being an increase of 
9.55 per cent over the preceding year. 
Production nas been steadily increas- 
ing since 1926. New Zealand also 
piled up another record, in butterfat 
production, estimated at 220 Ibs. per 
cow as compared with 214.8 the pre- 
vious New Zealand and Aust- 
ralia together supply nearly one half 
of the butter imports into the Unit- 
ed Kingdom which has doubled its 
butter imports since 1915. New Zea- 
land's exports are almost wholly to 
the United Kingdom. There was a 
slight increase in cheese production. 


COPRA NO LONGER 
BEING EXPORTED 
FROM JAMAICA 


Once upon a time the island of 
Jamaica, in the British West Indies, 
exported great quantities of copra, 
the dried meat of the cocoanut, and 
that no further back than 1933, when 
j 5.125.054 Ibs. left the island, but ex- 
ports have dwindled down to 147 Ibs. 
for the past year. Instead of export- 
ing her copra and importing it back 
again in the form of edible oils and 
laundry soap, Jamaica now utilizes 
it in manufacturing these commod- 
ities which absorbs practically the 
whole of the supply.
